Owing to the pressure of the times our 
Society is not as flourishing the present 
year as it was the year past, our funds are 
small, by no means adequate to pay for the 
number of Bibles necessary to supply those 
who are destitute. Many have applied 
for Bibles te whom we could not give 
them; one mancame ten miles to procure 
a number of Bibles to supply a Sabbath 
School. 

Having but a few on han4, and he hav- 
ing no money to pay for them, we thought 
it not proper to spare the number he want- 
ed without some compensation, other parts 
around us being equally destitute. We 
gave him one, and agreed to let him have

which the Managers could turn into mo- 
ney. Sometime after the old gentleman 
came again, bringing on his back a load of 
shoes, the only thing he could get to pay 
for the Bibles. We mention this simply 
\to show that the want of the Bible is felt, 
lits worth realized, and that honest pover- 
ity will make great exertions in order to 
possess it.*

By exhibiting the state of this mission it 
is not intended to hold it up, asa more jim- 
portant object of Christian patronage than 
any other. We only wish to contribute 
our mite towards strengthening the confi- 
dence and encouraging the hearts of the 
friends of missions, in order that they may 
be excited to greater exertions. 

It is a fact we have no wish to disguise, 
that Indian missions are more expensi¥e, 
thanwas originally anticipated.

The resources 
which have been concentrated here have 
enabled the breth:en to advance considers 
able supplies, and more than $500 in cash, 
towards the new establishment on the 
‘Tombigbee. Some supplies have “also 
been advanced to the brethren engaged in es 
the Arkansaw missien. ea: 

Such bave beeo the consequences of 
those appropriations, which the liberality 
of the Christian public has enabled the 
Prudential Committee to make for the 
mission at Elliot. Without this aid we 
should have labored comparatively in 
vain. To the blessing of ‘Almighty God, 
on the charities and prayers of his people, 
we would ascaibe all the success, which 
has attended our feeble-exertions.

For these and Warious other objects, 
necessary at the’ commencement of an es- 
tablishment, fotr or tive thousand dollars 
annually for three or four years will be 
required at each, beside the appropriation 

-made by the natives, Gladly would we 
lower the estimate, if we thougsat it could 
+e done with safety. The work to be ac- 
complished is a great one. The natives 
view it as agreat one, and one which can- 
vot be done without ample means. They 
do not coosider their appropriations as 


adequate to the object, or as capable of 


being employed to advantage wthont far- 
ther aid... ‘Phey have made the appropri- 
ations in full contidence, that the good

Extracts from the Speech of M. P. A. Stap- 
fer, delivered at the First Anniversary of 
the Protestant Bible Society of Paris. 

If the success of the friends of the sacred 
Scriptures in France had been in propor- 
tion tothe excellence of their intention, 
perhaps this France would not have had 
to lament, either the triumph of infidelity, 
nor the overthrow of social order, nor the 
proscription of its Clergy. 

But, hawe Iheard aright? Yes! Itisa 
member of that very Clergy, entirely en- 
veloped in a persecution as barbarous as) 
impious—lt is an eloquent defender of the) 
faith, who condemns this wish—and who. 
praises heaven for not having granted a‘ 
more signal protection to this pious enter- 
prise. Its full success would, in his opin- | 
ion, have rendered the misfortunes of 
France still greater than they have been. | 

“ Behold,” says he, ‘* England, where 
crimes have multiplied since the formation | 
ef Bible Societies!” IH the author of this, 
accusation were unknown, would we not, 
Suppose we heard Celsus or Porphyry | 
charging upon infant Christianity all the 
crimes committed at Rome under the| 
reigns of Claudius and Nero. 


Happily, facts which give the lie to this 
denunciation, offer themselves in crowds. | 
I shall only:cite one, well authenticated by | 
the most respectable persons. ; 

In the county of Kent, and particularly 
in the jurisdiction of Colchester, formerly | 
‘celebrated for the number of criminals’ 
who filled its prisons, crimes have dimin-| 
ished to such a degree, since the establish-| 
ment of an Auxiliary Bible Society at} 
Colchester, that in 1817, a year of scarcity 
of” provisions and labor, cruel in the ex- 
treme, the Mayor of that city, of more) 
than 13,000 souls, declared, at a numerous 
meeting of that Society, that there had 
not been, during the whole year, a single 
individual condemned for a Crime; and 
that the prisons were completely empty. 
The assizes of 1817 offered a similar re- 
sult; and the presiding judgé remarked, 
from information furnished by the princi- 
pal inhabitants, that since the formation of 
the Bible Sociéty, every year had witness- 
ed at once a decrease of persons charged 
with erimes, and an increase as well of the 
distribution, as of the well directed study 
of the sacred books among the indigent 
population. 

The classification of the persons execut- 
ed in England in latter times pleads our 
cause with as nmch strength as the expe- 
rience of Colchester. It results from the 
most exact investigations,that out of an hun- 
dred malefactors in the prisons of G. Britain, 
ninety do not know how to read, and that 
ninety-nine out of one hundred of those 
who read have never had a Bible in their 
hands, A great proportion of the persons 
condemned in London in these latter times 
po errand a nation which, more than 
‘any other, has remained in ignorance of 
the Holy Scriptures: while Scotland, that 
one of the British States,where the reading 
of the Bible, as well the Old as the New 
Testament, is more generally in use, is 
distinguisbed by the small number of crim- 
inals originating from that kingdom, and 
detained either in its own prisons or in 
those of the metropolis. I speak of the 
Bible as an whole, and I call the attention of 
those persons, who are, in respect to the 
distribution of the writings of the Apostles, 
of the same sentiments as ourselves, but 
who do not believe that the reading of the 
Old Testament is exempt from inconven- 
iences, and even from dangers, to this cir- 
cumstance.

Besides, the very 
existence of such-societies is made an engine by 
wicked men against religion. They represent 
them as a system of priestcraft to impose on the 
good natare of ignorant men. They will there- 
fore improve this view of the subject to destroy 
religion. Those, upon-whom they wish to im- 
nose, not having the means of refuting them by 
immediate reference to public documents, un- 
doubtedly feel shakemin the cause, and will be 
reluctant to support an institution, whose opera- 
tions are, asto them, insecret.
